PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR.

Thomas Richie, Esq., long known throughout 
The United Slatt-s. as editor ol the Richmond 
Enquirer, ami for a few year* »« aiitar and pro- 
prietor of the Washington Union, died at noon 
on M .
